bring out the best features of this classic competition. Now that a repre- 

sentative selection of travel-stained cars—many still bearing their competition 
numbers—are to be seen in showrooms around this country (and abroad as well) and 
an even larger number of others are back in their factories for examination, it is time 
to think what has been gained from so much exertion. 

First, a few facts. The Monte owes its wide international following in part to 
publicity which in recent years has increased a good deal. It owes much, also, to 
the excitement of its widely dispersed starting points and to its long routes. In Great 
Britain it owes it especially to the fact that ordinary family cars form the bulk of the 
entries. For the thousands to whom driving is a pleasure as well as a convenience, 
and who choose their cars with an eye to character and performance as well as price, 
this great rally offers a personal interest. They can ask themselves how their car 
might stand up to the gruelling course and, when the results are announced, either 
congratulate themselves on their selection or make a mental note of meritorious per- 
formances for guidance when buying their next car. 

There is no doubt at all that the Monte is an excellent testing medium and one 
which can bring to light unsuspected weaknesses. acturers know this very 
well, as may be judged from their help to private entries and keen support for works 
teams. It will have been gratifying for the ordinary motorist to note that the first 
dozen cars in the general classification were category 1 entries. -This means that they 
were standard production cars such as anyone could buy. 

On receipt of the excellent news of Adams’ win in the Mark VII Jaguar, we paid 
a personal visit to the Auto Riviera garage at Monte Carlo to witness the stripping 
of his engine under official observation. The scrutineers go to these lengths to 
measure and inspect components which might have been modified to improve per- 
formance. This is the procedure with all winning category 1 cars, though not with 
those of category 2 beause they are entered as modified vehicles (within limits) and 
handicapped accordingly. The classifications and inspection procedures are described 
on pages 144 and 145. 


XCELLENT event though it was, the twenty-sixth Monte Carlo Rally did not 


Lessons for Next Year 


Good driving played a greater part than usual in this twenty-sixth event. Those 
who considered their vehicles in the early stages, especially the drivers who con- 
served their brakes and spared their suspensions, had reason to be thankful later. 
As it turned out, the results depended entirely upon the times in the acceleration and 
brake test, the special mountain section making no alteration in the leading placings 
of the previous day. 

Earlier it was implied that this was not the best of Monte Carlo rallies. The road 
sections were made easier by the relative absence of snow and ice, yet in many 
ways, with the mountain “race” included, this was a hazardous competition and 
one which resulted in a great deal too much damage to vehicles. We should be 
profoundly thankful that casualties were so few. Motor sport on public roads is, 
in fact, on probation with the public authorities and needs just now to behave itself 
very well or to be put behind bars. 

Back in the factories the effects of hard, dry and fast going are being studied with 
more than usual interest. Many cars and drivers can still out-perform their brakes, 
it seems; some accountants have been allowed too big a hand im suspension design; 
electrical devices, including batteries, are still likely to show their resentment of 
hard treatment in several infuriating ways. That tyres will wear rapidly is to be 
expected, but unmodified wheels that collapse . . . 

Yes, the Monte Carlo Rally can do an excellent fault-finding job for the benefit 
of the ordinary motorist, and how similar are the weaknesses which lose marks in 
a rally to those which cause irritation among overseas buyers!

So You Think You’re a Model Customer ? 


A GARAGE PROPRIETOR HITS OUT 


letters from readers complaining about the service at 

garages showed a lack of knowledge and said (with some 
feeling) that a lot of the complaints would look stupid in 
the light of the actual facts. I promptly got the job of 
putting the other point of view—that of the garage owner— 
on paper. 

How easy it is to say something and how much more 
effort is required to do something about it! We all fall back 
on the, “ Oh well, what can J do about it? ” excuse. So upon 
reflection—subconsciously searching for an excuse—I won- 
dered if some of my experiences in the small garage business 
had been isolated cases? After all, I had been in the game 
professionally only for four to five years. I decided to 
check up. 

A friend of mine had read the letters. What did he 
think of them? His answers were laughablé in that they 
seemed to be echoes of my own thoughts. Still not satis- 
fied, I called on a local garage, and asked the son of the 
proprietor his views. Again I chuckled to hear the outpour- 
ings of 30 yéars’ experience. Yes, I was much encouraged. 
Let me say here-and now that I’m not trying to prove that 
there is nothing wrong with the garage trade or that the 
motorist hasn’t, at times, justifiable grouses. What I am 
trying to say is that there are many reasons why the service 
is not perfect. 

There are definite distinctions in the term “ garage.” The 
much-maligned section is the small service station with two 
to six petrol pumps and workshop facilities, which handles 
any repair job. I’m not discussing the large main agents 
who have a huge spare parts business, many new car 
agencies and such like. Whilst they have their troubles, no 
doubt, they have their big assets to offset financial loss. 
Nor am I discussing the trunk road petrol stations which 
dispense petrol, oil and precious little in the way of ser- 
vice. In this category also come the pubs, hotels and zoos 
with petrol pumps. (I wonder what the reactions would be 
to a garage’s demand for a wine and spirit licence to counter- 
act this encroachment?) 

The vast majority of garages serving the motoring com-

munity are small repairers with up to four or five assistants; 
it is these garages which are getting a raw deal financially 
and yet come in for a large share of criticism. 

Some motorists when calling for petrol, would seem to 
expect highly efficient garages staffed by two or three 
immaculate, well-trained males of high intelligence to bow

them into the garage and fill(?) their tank (with an average 
of two-three gals.), wipe their windscreens, check oil and 
water, blow up their tyres, have immediate change for £1 
notes and guide them out on to the road. I can almost 
hear the cries of “Why not?” Let me say at once why not.

The smaller 
garages cannot pay for that sort of staff and give that 
sort of service. 

I now quote facts in large, and, for the garage, unpalatable 
umps. 

When you buy four gallons of petrol of commercial grade 
you pay in our area lés 6d, of which 10s goes to H.M. 
Government, 5s 2d goes to the petrol company and Is 4d 
to the garage, At first sight is 4d on four gallons seems a

fair profit, and you will say rightly that the garage does a 
little better on the premium grade; true, true. 

However, if you are a business man you wil] not think 
8 per cent gross profit very attractive. Yes, 8 per cent gross 
is a bit startling. » Please, that we small garages 
are not soap powder manufacturers, when the quantity sold 
could well make 8 per cent gross look handsome. 

In 1912, premium grade fuel cost 6s 4d for four gallons, of 
which 4s 8d went to the petrol company, ls went to the 
Chancellor and 8d to the garage, or about 10 per cent gross. 
So with under half the capital involved the garage could 
make a better profit than today. With the cheaper labour the 
return was no doubt handsome. From 1917-1918 the price 
went up steeply but the garage profit rose to 15 per cent gross. 
From 1919-1921 garage profit was 44d per gallon with petrol 
rising from 3s 34d per gallon to 4s 03d with duty only 6d per 
gallon. 1921-1928 was a period of bliss—no petrol tax at 
all—with petrol dropping to ls 03d per gallon in April, 1928. 
At this time the petrol company took 3s 2d for four gallons, 
and the garage had Is for four gallons, or around 30 per 
cent gross. So at this all-time best for motorist and garage 
alike, the garage, with a fifth of the capital involved “in the 
ground,” made nearly four times as much from a gallon— 
a total effective increase on capital of some 20 times that 
ruling today. Admittedly this is on petrol alone and, 
admittedly, not so much petrol was sold. But then, over- 
heads and living costs were proportional 

To make the point I want I must stress, too, that many 
criticisms of garages are levelled on the basis of “When I 
pull in for petrol; I expect to...” In other words, from the 
profit on petrol the garage is expected to pay for all this 
high-class showmanship on the front! 

One final figure to compare with today: 1939 (pre-war)— 
price for four gallons of premium 6s 6d; for the petrol com- 
pany 2s 7d; for the Chancellor 3s; for the garage 11d; or 
approximately 15 per cent gross profit. 

You will.see, therefore, that the garage proprietor has 
never had less return on petrol than he does today. 

I cannot say what the relation is on sales now and pre- 
war, but with the vast increase in the number of petrol 
stations today, together with petrol companies supplying 
direct to farmers, fleet owners and so forth, not a very great 
increase in gallonage is recorded by the class of garage in 
question. A fair average for the smaller ones.would prob- 
ably be around 1,000 gallons a week. The top-bracket 
garages of those under fire would no doubt double this, but 
a far greater number fail to reach the figure. 

Let us assume, then, 1,000 gallons and, in round figures, 
£16 10s gross profit on petrol for the garage. This garage 
would certainly have four pumps; a capital figure of around 
£1,400 is needed for installation of these pumps and their 
tanks. A stock of 1 ,000-2,000 gallons means £200-£400 paid 
on receipt of the petrol; no more than a few days credit 
is comely allowed by the petrol companies, although they

have been more helpful in this respect lately. Remember, 
also, that the garage and the petrol company pay tax on 
the bulk supplies (and therefore act as collectors), so 
that the inevitable wastage for which 1 per cent is allowed. 
hits the garage. The Chancellor loses nothing. 

Wastage, you snort. Must be inefficiency somewhere! 
But have you heard of the Weights and Measures Dept.? 
They inspect the pumps twice a year and make sure custo- 
mers and critics alike get a full whack. Fair enough, yes 
Who pays for 
the small amount compulsorily over-served, because Weights 
and Measures say that you musn’t give under-measure? 
The garage. Petrol-pump makers cannot make pumps 
which will give spot-on amounts under all conditions of ser- 
vice, slow and fast; so the pump must be set to give 
slightly over. One per cent is an average and the garage 
pays; that 8 per cent is reduced to 7 per cent straight away. 

Yes, my critic will say, out the customer pays for spilling 
by the clumsy boy—and blames the garage. Ever thought 
of blaming the firm that made your <ar and put in a small- 
diameter filler pipe with a crooked entry to trap the air? 
To ane farthings on each car and cost you shillings on lest 
petrol. ° 

You sit in your car and pay the garage 8d on 
cheap, please ” in a howling gale and rain. 
you warn, “ it blows back at you! ” 

I ask you,’ please, to say how one pays for the two or 
three staff, free service, clean overalls, and so on out of

£16 10s gross. Don’t forget normal overheads, too. Most 
garages of this standard would probably have to stay open 
until 8 p.m. at least, seven days a week, to reach the 1,000- 
gallon mark. The gross profit would then most certainly 
not cover the cost of labour to serve the petrol. The garage 
proprietor would therefore have to work the long hours. 

Ah, but you could pay for the frills out of all your other 
lucrative trade, the critic will say. 

Let me tell you about our lucrative trade! 

First, almost all the items sold by a garage have a fixed 
retail price and the margin on most of these, whilst very 
much better than on petrol, still leaves a great deal to be 
desired. 

Now let’s look at the repair side. This part of the business 
has plenty of snags and comes in for a good share of critic- 
ism, very seldom justified, in my opinion. Of course, there 
are cases of flagrant overcharging, but how often does the 
critic remember the times when the proprietor under-costs 
because he feels that for one reason or another the job could 
have been done quicker, or that the customer cannot really 
afford the whole cost? Factors enter into these things that 
are too numerous to list. 

Complaints are made quite often that the job takes too 
long and the charges are, therefore, too high. These usually 
occur through a mechanic’s inability to diagnose the faults 
correctly. can present almost as puzzling a problem 
as the human body. (Critics must remember that it is possible 
to pay big fees to a Harley Street specialist to be told to go 
away and rest.) But we in the garage trade are often told 
that we should know instantly, No need to strip it down 
first; we must be able to tell. After all, that’s what we are 
paid for. 


However, anyone who has tried to find the mysterious 
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misfire, the elusive electrical short, or the 
recurrent rattle will know how. long. this 
takes. At last one small adjustment, a drop 
of oil or the tightening of a bolt effects a 
cure, “What was it?” asks the customer. 
Oh, a drop of oil on the so and so? Well, 
thanks, say many—and with a superior wave 
go to drive away! What, pay for so small a 
thing? I quickly add that these are rare 
cases; the sensible customer realizes that a 
good deal of time has been expended. 

One could go on indefinitely giving 
examples of the mechanic’s repair difficulties 
least appreciated by those who know least 
about mechanical contrivances. ° 

Sometimes the “ Maker’s Repair Charges ” 

or “The Book” are quoted at the repairer. 
But how often does the manufacturer base 
his charges on the time taken on a 3 to 10- 
year-old vehicle, worn, seized and rusted 
through age and hard work? Yet there must 
be many a garage that has lightened the bill 
because the owner feels that the customer 
has been unlucky to have a particular part 
give trouble. 

These difficulties are inherent in the trade and form no 
part of the garage’s grumbles. They are cited only to 
illuminate the background. When, after such difficult jobs 
are Overcome satisfactorily, the particular customer happens 
to be the one that doesn’t pay—well, then you can imagine 
that it is inclined to sour! 

Secondly, we have the ever-present worry of credit. All 
garages have to run some credit accounts, which include 
comparatively large individual sums for petrol. On a 
monthly turnover, the sum involved in petrol on credit is 
sometimes outrageous in view of the profit ratios. To ask 
the garage proprietor to lend you such sums for a month or 
more is monstrous, considering that he has had to pay for 
the fuel involved on the nail. However, competition being 
what it is, one has to do it. But can any fair-minded man 
blame a garage for wanting all the rest of that customer’s car 
business? Does he always get it? Not on your life! 

In almost all businesses, credit is ebtained by a formal 
exchange of letters, trade references, bankers’ references and 
so on—as it should be. In a garage it is, “I'll slip back next 
week and settle up, old boy! ” After several of these epi- 
sodes most garages get non-co-operative. It’s amazing how 
customers forget to slip back. 

It is by no means unusual to have a customer take only 20

gallons of petrol on credit in a month with nothing else sup- 
plied, probably served in 4 or 5 lots. This means 5 servings, 
5 entries on credit chits, 5 entries into the ledger; invoice 
at the end of month; typing; stationery, 14d stamp; receipt 
2d stamp and 14d stamp for return; loan for a month or 
more of over £4. 

With labour, overheads, etc., this customer results in an 
actual loss. 

Thirdly, you get the customer who just wants petrol (and 
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‘* The customer cannot really afford the whole cost ”’ 


free air, of course). He goes to the big London dealer for 
his new car. It won’t cost him any more to order through 
us, but—no fear—we are not competent to handle a new car. 

If it breaks down (as so often these days new cars do) on 
Saturday afternoon when the big London main agent is shut 
he runs to the:local garage to fix it up under guarantee. “Oh, 
that’s still under the guarantee. Send it back to the makers 
for me with a suitable letter.” 

Now take the customer who gradually increases his busi- 
ness with you, probably on an oldish car. You-take endless 
trouble ’phoning all over the place for spares and finally, 
unable to get them made, take endless trouble fabricating 
them for him and finally, as always, get him back on the 
road. The bill duly goes in. He doesn’t come in and pay. 
A month or so goes by and you realize suddenly that you 
haven’t even seen him. He can’t pay, so he takes his custom 
elsewhere; he’s ashamed to come and see you, so you don’t 
get your money and you lose his normal custom. 

A customer rings you up morning after morning in the 
freezing winter weather. “Can you start my car, please?” 
Out you go. You find the battery is flat; you charge it up. 
A few days later it goes flat again; you tell him he must have 
anew one. He can’t afford it. But he buys a new one else- 
where. Why? Oh, he may have been let down near another 
garage. Or he may have been told the same thing by another 
garage and then is convinced, whereas before he was certain 
that he had had the battery only a little over a year and we 
were trying to sell him a new one for the sake of it. 

Now repeat that episode but change the battery for the car 
itself. Years of patient patching his old car; finally he shows 
up with a new one. “Oh, bought it through a friend in 
town,.old boy. Now, how about selling off my old one for 
me?” My descriptive powers fail to find. words to cover 
this “feet-wiping” act. The opportunity to sell-him a new 
car would have gone a long way towards making up for some 
of the hard slogging in the past. Give your local repairer a 
square deal; you expect one from him. 

Finally, all garages have a hard core of valued customers 
and it is not surprising that these get the best attention. It 
is these customers that keep the local garage going in the 
hope that eventually all the customers will be the good ones. 

One garage I know had 126 two-gallon petrol tins in 1947, 
They now have six leaky ones, the remainder having been 
lent to passers-by to “help them out.” 

You can get back only what you putin. If you want good 
service you must be a good customer, The motorist expects 
better service from a garage than he does from almost any 
other retailer—and very often gets it. All customers start off 
by being welcome and the average 
garage generally sets out to do its best. 
But if a wary eye is sometimes dis- 
cerned, well—we have had some before!

LICENSING AND PARKING 


cently, and three points of law 

have been emphasized to which 
motorists need to pay attention. The 
first is becoming increasingly important 
now that charges of dangerous driving 
are preferred where only high speed is 
involved, as frequently happens where 
the speed limit has nm exceeded. In 
the case quoted, however (The Times 
Law Report), no question of the speed 
limit was involved. The defendant had 
driven a motor cycle along a main road 
that ran through a built-up area, but 
which was not restricted, at a speed which 
the justices found to be 64 m.p.h. He 
had crossed the white line in overtaking 
and had passed four junctions at that 
speed, but the justices did not find it a 
dangerous s oe. The police appealed. 

The Lord Chief Justice had great diffi- 
culty in understanding how a reasonable 
bench of magistrates could find other than 
dangerous driving when the amount of 
traffic on the road was heavy and might 
be expected to be heavy. The case 
should go back with a direction to con- 
vict, and he would say that it should not 
be dealt with lightly. Mr. Justice Hilbery 
agreed; Mr. Justice Stable disagreed, and 
motorists should bear in mind always that 
speed itself can be adjudged dangerous, 
whether or not anyone is actually en- 
dangered. In agreeing, Mr. Justice Hil- 
bery pointed out that the magistrat~s had 
misdirected themselves in holding that 
someone must be shown to be in actual 
danger. 

The second decision concerns estate 
cars, a Standard Vanguard having been 
used to convey photographic equipment 
connected with the business of which the 
defendant was a director. He was 
charged with not having paid the proper 
rate of duty (i.e., with not having licensed 
it as a goods vehicle). 

Counsel for the prosecution agreed 
that a member of the Bar taking wig and 
gown to a county court would be com- 
mitting an offence if he used an estate 
car, but not if he used a saloon, and that 
a doctor would be liable over his bag in 
similar circumstances. 

The Lord Chief Justice,said that if an 
owner licensed an estate car as a private 
vehicle and then used it to carry goods 
he would have to ip. the extra duty. The 
position was really quite clear. Estate 
cars were constructed in-such a manner 
that they could be goods vehicles and 
they would attract the higher rate of duty 
if they were used for carrying goods for 
hire or reward or for the purpose of a 
trade or business. It was not for the 
Court to say whether a Doctot would be 
liable if he carried his bag in such a car; 
he (his Lordship) was far from saying 
that doctors might not be liable. 

Estate car owners can be advised to 
play safe. If they are likely to carry 
anything in their vehicle that might be 
held to contribute to their business. or 
profession they should license it as a 
goods vehicle. It will be recalled that the 
onerous 30 m.p.h. restriction outside 
built-up areas no longer applies to such 
vehicles. 

Parking: in the third instance (also 
The Times Law Report) a car had been 
parked as one of a line for five and a 
quarter hours, the appellant having been 
fined for causing an unnecessary obstruc-

tion of the highway. His view was that, 
as one of a line of cars, the vehicle 
could not. have caused obstruction within 
the meaning of the regulations. 

The Court disagreed, the Lord Chief 
Justice saying that he failed to see how 
it could be said that a stationary car was 
not an obstruction. He could not walk or 
drive over the part of the highway where 
the car was. But such were the exigencies 
of modern life that it would not be said, 
if a car stopped for a few minutes, that 
an offence was committed. 

If you part, therefore, remember that 
no matter where you stop, and for how- 
ever short a time, if it is not a recognized 
parking space you do so only by courtesy 
of the police, not with the backing of law. 

Finally the footnote: a defendant in 
a speeding case courteously attended the 
Court. As a result he put himself in a 
worse position than if he had stayed 
away. The reason? He had two previous 
convictions only one of which was en- 
dorsed on his licence. Had he not been 
present, therefore, only that endorsed 
conviction would have been known to the 
Court because formal proving of offences 
which are not endorsed requires them to 
be read out in the defendant’s presence. 
It is, of course, possible to prove them 
in other ways, but in practice this is not 
done. However, the chairman of the 
magistrates told the defendant that his 
appearance would count in his favour.

Rust-proofing 


A NEW way of rust-proofing steel 
bodies was-demonstrated to The 
Autocar at a small-scale pilot plant. In 
a full-scale plant, car bodies will pass 
through a tunnel where a hot solution of 
manganese phosphate is sprayed over 
them. They pass on for drying. The 
time taken for the solution to form a 
coating is about 24 minutes. It is 
claimed that the solution is very constant 
in behaviour, and that there is very little 
sludging. 

A steel plate was passed through the 
pilot plant, and coated; on inspection 
through a microscope, this was seen to 
be of a very fine crystalline nature, with- 
out flaws, and without any loose dust. 
It was thought that it should be an excel- 
lent key to. which paint would adhere. 
Sharp bending and straightening of the 
plate did not affect the coating, which 
amalgamates with the steel. beneath. 

There. have been difficulties in man- 
ganese phosphating, although the result 
is good, but the Jenolizing Co., Ltd., 13- 
17, Rathbone Street; London, W.1, who 
have developed the JAM process, claim 
that these have been overcome. 
Motorists, who feel benevolent to any- 
body associated with rust-proofing, will 
wish them luck.

Westminster Commentary: 
Sweeping Clean ? 


of Transport have not waited long 

on the reassembly of Parliament. 
Mr. Harold Watkinson shook the first 
yg sane session of the Road Traffic 

Committee into alertness by two 
Governmental announcements. It was per- 
haps significant that Hon. Members had 
been relegated to the cold and draughty 
Westminster Hall, having yielded their 
old committee room to discussions on 
teachers’ superannuation. Speeding up 
business, perhaps? 

A proposal for three-yearly driving 
licences made one of the surprises. It was 
contained in a new Opposition clause 
moved by Mr. Strauss and withdrawn 
after Government assurance had been 
givea that they intended to include a pro- 
vision at report stage, extending the 
driving licence period from the present 
one year to three. Mr. Strauss suggested 
a fee of 15s; he extolled the time- and 
money-saving virtues of such a change, 
and mentioned that in South Africa 
licences were granted for life. Mr. Mol- 
son replied, however, that the Govern- 
ment could not consider longer than 
three years because of physical fitness. 

The second change of heart came from 
the new Minister himself. Although it 
is discouraging to find that he favours 
reversion to the original Government 
plans of employing local authorities and 
private garages for vehicle tests, at the 
same time it shows a welcome desire on 
the part of Mr. Watkinson to study his 
new responsibilities and apply himself

diligently to all the problems involved. 

So once again the vehicle testing 
measures change in character, by the 
acceptance of an Opposition clause—vot- 
ing figures were 22 to 6. But this was only 
a temporary measure, and the Minister 
made it clear that he intended to put for- 
ward a completely new. clause at report 
stage to cover “the most flexible means ” 
of testing; he would give no further 
details. The tide has changed many times 
over this question. It will be remembered 
that the original Bill, presented to the 
House of Lords, had referred to private 
testing bodies, and this resulted in a 
Government defeat. 

While, in effect, an ear has once again 
been turned to the Opposition call for 
public testing stations on the American 
pattern, news came from the United 
States of ‘a measure which Mr. Harriman 
has put forward to the Legislature of New 
York State. (In that country, some traf- 
fic laws are a matter for individual State 
authorities:) Mr. Harriman’s Bill seeks 
to enforce on the N.Y. motorist laws 
which are so strict that they include— 
besides a compulsory annual inspection 
of cars more than five years old—eye tests 
for every driver over 45 years and safety 
belt and door lock clauses. 

During the discussion on vehicle test- 
ing in the House of Commons, Mr. 
Harold Watkinson cited reports from the 
Hendon testing station, which showed that 
five out of every six vehicles examined 
were not fully roadworthy.

Black Spot 


IGHWAY A412, running north 

out of Slough, in Buckingham- 
shire, carries a great deal of traffic. The 
motorist heading south on A412 into 
Slough encounters at the roadside three 
notices, one after the other reading 
“ Slough—Safety—Town” and shortly 
after that he crosses a bridge that must 
make him think that the notices, as well 
as Slough, are a hollow joke. For the 
southerly of the two bridges over the 
Great Western Railway on this road is 
an absolute disgrace. It has a narrow- 
ing approach, a very sharp zig-zag over 
the bridge, high parapets and a 
carriageway that is so narrow that two 
vehicles abreast are almost certain to 
collide as they negetiate the zig-zag. 
This horror has its parapets scored 
from end to end by drivers who have 
tried to avoid scrapes with other 
vehicles, and it is a monument to the 
stupidity of all concerned. 

Slough’s safety claims are, of course, 
based on the fact that the Road 
Research Laboratory safety section is 
in the neighbourhood and uses the 
town as an experimental area. If I 
have a criticism of the safety section it 
is that its emphasis is on life to the 
exclusion of economics. I wish it 
would carry out a survey at this bridge 
of the number of scrapes and delays, 
and the amount of diversion of energy 
into such things as taking particulars 
after an accident—not forgetting wear 
and tear on drivers’ nerves—and give 
an estimate of what it costs to retain 
an obsolete railway bridge that com- 
mon sense demands should be rebuilt.

unruffied surface of ponds if we kept 
stirring up all the muck at the bottom 
and bringing to light dead rats and 
worse things meant to disintegrate in 
peace, to become loam for the water 
lilies and watercress and other enjoy- 
able things.” 

The letter continues with some re- 
marks concerning the relativity of 
speed. To come down from, say, 105 
m.p.h. to 50 before an open bend seems 
like slowing to a crawl, whereas that 
speed after a potter seems very fast. I 
wonder if there is any appreciable 
shortening of reaction times when a 
driver has “played himself in,” as it 
were, to a very high speed? I would 
like to see some research on this, be- 
cause obviously if there is an appre- 
ciable speeding up of reactions with 
speed, and a steady rise im the curve 
with no sign of a peak, then there is as 
yet no limit in sight for speed of road 
travel by man, provided that other 
danger causes can be removed. 

My friend concludes by saying that 
she has noted that birds on the road 
can time their take-off to a split second 
in front of oncoming cars provided that 
the speed does not exceed 62 m.p.h.

Just for a moment, though, let’s go back 
to the inner tube. It isn’t that there’s 
anything actually wrong with our old 
friend, any more than there are really any 
serious snags about, say, horses. It just 
is that as time presses on it comes 
naturally to us to progress towards the 
best possible im everything. . . . 

One result of this is that today most 
horses are kept as pets, while their owners 
go from A to B im horseless carriages— 
and will, eventually, do so on tubeless 
tyres. But horses are still good for healthy 
exercise, policemen and circuses: and the 
old inner tube is still good for wire wheels, 
fun in the sea, and—it must be faced— 
the large number of otherwise up-to-date 
motorists who cling to them with a tenacity 
that can only be put down to sentiment. 

I believe that if those who lie awake 
at night unable to decide whether or not 
to dispense with the out-dated tube would 
reflect for a moment along the following 
lines they would ‘sleep better. . 

Just suppose for years and years 
ev has always driven on tubeless 
or airseal tyres, having no puncture delays, 
enjoying low i costs and a high 
degree of safety. en one day along 
comes a back-room boy with something 
really new—a tyre with an inner tube! 

Who, having the joy of riding tube- 
less, would want to go on to the possibility 
of inner tube es, of sudden bump- 
img on the rims, and the weekly chore 
of pumping up? After only a week or 
two during time some motorists had 
had accidents due to sudden deflation or 
blowout—what would happen? An outcry

On the score of replacement wheels, 
don’t be put off.

OLLOWING a tour of the United

He said that the only real advantage of 
American dealers over British was the 
ability to offer better part-exchange terms 
and lower prices. American dealers never 
sold a car at list price; sometimes they 
knocked as much as 20 per cent off it.

Used Car Market 


Exaggeration by. Alarmists. During the past ten days, the 
national and provincial press have given considerable prominence 
to reports of fantastic reductions in the prices of used cars. Most 
of these reports appear to accept statements made by the 
Measham Organization in the light that such statements may be 
regarded as a national barometer so far as the second-hand car 
market is concerned. On Monday, from the same source, came 
a further statement to the effect that the slump was not yet 
at an end and was likely to continue until April. These state- 
ments may well lead the public into the belief that there really 
is a slump. 

May I, as Principal of a-large Motor Sales Organization 
specializing in the disposal of motor vehicles by auction, be 
allowed to state categorically that I cannot agree there is a 
slump, and I feel sure that other sales organizations and reputable 
car lers would not subscribe to the point of view expressed 
above. I personally regard many of the reports as somewhat 
alarmist. 

Of course the second-hand car market is tougher than it was 
12 months ago; of course the customer has become more 
“choosey,” but this does not necessarily indicate a “slump ”; 
the current drop in prices is basically seasonal though admittedly 
greater than in previous years. The existing position has 
accentuated by the credit squeeze and the resulting tightening 
up of hire-purchase facilities, plus what may be the temporary

The Driving Test 


No Anomaly. My recent experience of a driving test, taken 
in a Vauxhall Velox, does not bear out the remarks of “Three 
Forward ” in The Autocar, January 20, 1956. : 

During this test I did not make a change into first gear whilst 
in motion. I remained in second gear unless it was necessary 
to slow down to a speed where snatch would have occurred 
without slipping the clutch. From this speed, a momentary 
stop to drop into first is smoother and quicker than double 
declutching. This procedure evidently satisfied the examiner. 

The alternatives to this procedure are either to slip the clutch 
and pull away from a very slow speed in second gear, or else 
to make a double-declutched change into first. The former is 
undesirable and the latter is an unnecessary refinement for a 
novice in a modern car.

FIRST ROUND in the Sports Car 
Championship, the Buenos Aires 
1,000-kilometre Race, goes to Maserati. 
Stirling Moss and Mendetiguy com- 
pleted the 106 laps (625 miles) in 6 
hours 29 minutes 37.9 seconds—a 
record average of 95.7 m.p.h. Two laps 
behind came Gendebien and Phil Hill 
in a Ferrari, and a Maserati driven by 
Behra and Gonzales finished third. 
Fangio’s Ferrari dropped out in the 
90th lap with transmission disorders; 
for 20 laps he was trying hard to over- 
take Stirling but was still more than 
a lap behind him when he retired. In 
the early stages, Fangio, driving with 
Eugenio Castellotti, had led the race. 

Peter Collins’ Ferrari also retired, 
with engine trouble on the 60th lap, 
having set up a new lap record of 
3°'min 26 sec, a speed of 102.53 m.p.h. 
Fourth, fifth and sixth places went to 
de Tomaso (Maserati), Muro (Ferrari) 
and Kovacs (Mercedes-Benz). 


HAVING LED from start to finish, 
Tony Gaze (Ferrari) won last Satur- 
day’s 75-mile road race in Dunedin, 
New Zealand. Reg Parnell, in the 
single-seater 2}-litre Aston Martin, 
took second place, half a lap astern of 
the Ferrari; Jensen’s Cooper-Norton 
and Whitehead’s Ferrari came third 
and fourth, and Leslie Marr,.in the 
Jaguar-éngined Connaught, retired 
during. the first lap with loss of oil 
from both engine and gear box. 


IT SEEMS that Enzo Ferrari played 
pretty well every possible variation on 
the Ferrari-Lancia theme for the 
Argentine Grand Prix. In addition to 
two conventional Super Squalos, 
similar to those which appeared last 
season, there was a short wheelbase 
car with a tail tank, a Ferrari-Lancia 
hybrid with the Vee-eight Lancia 
engine and a normal-looking Lancia 
fitted with a Ferrari rear axle and a tail 
tank as well as smaller tanks in the 
side pontoons. Just which of these 
variants it was in which Fangio won 
the race is not yet known. 


DRIVING A 4.9-litre Ferrari, Valiente 
recently covered a flying kilometre at 
an average of 158.88 m.p.h., setting up 
a new South American record. “This 
figure was achieved during speed trials 
organized by the Club Motociclista 
Buenos Aires, for motor cycles and 
cars. The previous record had been 
held by Clémar Bucci (Autoar G.P.) 


with a speed of 144.79 m.p.h. It seems, 
however, that the Ferrari was incor- 
rectly geared for the run. A few 
months before it had averaged 145 
m.p.h. over 450 miles to win the Tres 
Arroyos sports-car race—the fastest 
sports-car event in the world. 

Ibanez, who, with his 300SL Mer- 
cedes Benz, was second to Valiente in 
the Tres Arroyos race, also came 
second in the speed trials with a speed 
of 147.37 m.p.h. The Mercedes, like 
most cars, suffered from a lack of room 
in which to accelerate (only 2 km was 
allowed for this purpose), and was still 
accelerating at the end of the kilo- 
metre. 


APPROVAL HAS been granted by the 
Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government to extend the Brands 
Hatch circuit; the new length will be 
2.5 miles. This decision upholds the 
appeal made by Brands Hatch Circuit, 
Ltd., against an earlier decision by the 
Kent County Council not to allow the 
extensions. 


NOW THAT Sunbeams have won 
outright the Charles Faroux Monte 
Carlo Rally team award—the first time, 
incidentally, that this has been 
achieved—there is no team award for 
next year’s Rally. Sir William Rootes 
has offered to replace it with another 
award, which seems fair enough. The 
title of the new award has yet to be 
decided. 


FOLLOWING THE Argentine Grand 
Prix, there seems to be a divergence 
of opinion as to whether or not Fangio 
received assistance from spectators 
when his Ferrari left the circuit. A 
protest was lodged by Ugolini—who 
recently transferred his allegiance 
from Ferrari to Maserati—against 
Fangio’s win, asking that he be dis- 
qualified. A committee met to hear 
his side of the story; their findings 
have not yet been divulged. 


2,000 MILES is the length of the 
seventh Sestriere International Motor 
Rally, which will be taking place on

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February 23-28. Organized by the 
Automobile Club of Turin, it offers 
successful competitors prizes valued at 
over six million life. The outright 
winner will become the owner of a Fiat 
1,100 TV roadster, and there will be 
special prizes for competitors who have 
come from farthest afield, and even for 
motoring journalists ! 

There is not time to enter at the 
normal rate of 20,000 lire—January 31 
was the deadline; after that entries at 
an increased rate can be accepted up to 
February 10. This event counts towards 
the European Touring Championship; 
and has four classes for standard tour- 
ing cars and three for gran turismo and 
special touring cars combined. 

Starting points include London, 
Munich, Frankfurt and Brussels, from 
which cities competitors will start off 
on February 23. From the other start- 
ing points (Bologna, Milan, Rome, 
Turin, Paris and Nice) the starting 
date will be February 24. After a 
night’s rest at Sestriere on February 25, 
the competing cars will cover a com- 
mon route in two stages: Sestriere- 
Bologna (350 miles) and Bologna-Ses- 
triere (990 miles). Among other excite- 
ments, they will have a hill-climbing 
test, a speed and reliability trial at 
Monza, and acceleration and braking 
tests at Turin. 


THE MINIATURE MONTE, cheer- 
ful but strenuous annual epic organized 
by the Cambridge University A.C., 
began last weekend in fog almost as 
impenetrable as the Derbyshire stone 
walls, and several competitors met the 
latter whilst battling with the former. 
A test of driving skill and endurance 
rather than navigation, the rally was 
decided on the road, without recourse 
to the results of a driving test held at 
the finish.

Stringent Examination 


Establishes the 


Authenticity of a Monte Carlo Winner 


ANY people who do not usually 
concern themselves with motor 
sport and competition have come 

to regard the Monte Carlo Rally as a 
special case. Certainly it has a wide fol- 
lowing throughout Europe. Interest 
centres on the cars entered, the majority 
of which are ordinary production saloons. 
“ Entries are, of course, divided into cate- 
gories and the categories are in turn sub- 
divided into classes according to engine 
size. The organizers take the qualifica- 
tions for these conditions very seriously 
and after the results have been declared 
the engines of the winning cars are actually 
stripped down and their measurements 
checked. 

In this year’s event, the XXVI¢ Rallye 
Automobile Monte-Carlo, entries were 
restricted to cars manufactured after 
December 31, 1951, as described in 
Appendix J of the International Sporting 
Code. In accordance with this Appendix, 
cars are grouped as follows: 


Group 1: Normal series production 


touring cars. 


Group 2: Grand Touring series pro- 


duction cars. 
Group 3: Special series touring pro- 
duction cars. 


Cars belonging to fourth and fifth 
groups (series production sports cars and 
sports cars) were not eligible—which is 
why there were no M.G.A.s, open XK140 
2-seaters, Monza Ferraris and so on, in the 
Rally. This meani that the everyday pro- 
juction cars (Austins, Fords, Jaguars, 


Standards and so on) were competing 
against each other in the same category, 
while modified production cars (such as 
completed the B.M.C. 100-miles-in-the- 
hour runs at Montlhéry) were competing 
against the more potent Gran Turismo 
class (24-litre Lancia Aurelias, A.C. 
Acecas, 300SL Mercedes-Benz and such- 
like) because groups 2 and 3 were com- 
bined in category 2. : 

Finally, and quoting once more from 
the regulations: In each of these two 
categories, cars will be divided into four 
classes according to the cylinder capacities 
of their engines : 


Class 1: Cars of a cylinder capacity 
above 2,000 c.c. 


Class 2: Cars of a cylinder capacity 
from 1,300 up to 2,000 c.c. 


Class 3: Cars of a cylinder capacity 
from 750 up to 1,300 c.c. 


Class 4: Cars of a cylinder capacity 
under 750 c.c. 


When the entry form for the rally is 
filled in, a great deal of information has 
to be supplied, but it is not until after the 
final classification test that the significance 
of it all is seen. 

When the first 90 had completed the 
Mountain Circuit and the final results 
had been announced on the Saturday 
evening, the first cars in each of the capa- 
city groups were placed at the disposal 
of the officials for a further examination. 
The cars were driven by their owners to 
the Auto Riviera: garage in Monte Carlo 
and, on the Sunday morning, were

stripped down and checked. First, the 
Category 2 cars were dealt with and 
fairly quickly completed. The check con- 
sisted mainly of making sure that they 
were, in fact, the cars that had been 
entered and that nobody had effected a 
change of horses in midstream. The 
modified production cars were, by the 
admission of their entrants, non-standard, 
so there was little to check but their en- 
gine and chassis numbers. Louis Chiron’s 
Gran Turismo Lancia Aurelia, therefore, 
Boilet’s Alfa Romeo, Gacon’s Porsche, 
Monraisse’s Renault and the gallant 
Madame Blanchoud’s Porsche were all 
sent packing while the mechanics got 
down to the serious, micrometer checks 
of the normal series production touring 
cars. 


Safety Measure 


The four cars concerned were Adams’ 
Mark VII Jaguar, Courtes’ DS19 
Citroen, Grosgogeat’s D.K.W. and Cot- 
ton’s Dyna Panhard, Standing by in the 
Auto Riviera garage was Schock’s 220 
Mercedes-Benz, just in case there was 
anything amiss with Adams’ Jaguar, when 
the attention of the scrutineers would 
have been diverted to the Mercedes as 
the second car in the general classifica- 
tion. The DS19 Citroen, because of its 
novelty and the fact that the mechanics 
knew little about its intricacies, was taken 
to the local Citroen agents where a 
mechanic sent specially from the factory 
in Paris was responsible for the dis- 
mantling. 

Engines were stripped down, cylinder 
heads and pistons removed. Valve 
diameters were checked, also camshafts, 
to see that non-standard high-lift cams 
had not been substituted. Checks were 
carried out to see that high-compression 
pistons had not been fitted, or pistons 
with a non-standard ring arrangement. 
The Jaguar passed through the gauges 
and measuring instruments with flying

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colours, being standard to a remarkable 
degree. As someone remarked, with a 
wash and a polish and the wheel covers 
replaced, a liveried chauffeur would have 
been proud to drive it; there was not a 
scratch on the coachwork. Cotton’s little 
Dyna Panhard raised a few queries as 
the piston ring arrangement appeared to 
be non-standard. Three-piece scraper 
rings were fitted instead of the more 
normal one-piece rings which were in- 
cluded in the car’s specification. It 
turned out that the three-piece rings had 
been included in the homologation and 
so had become a permitted modification 
provided that the compression ratio was 
standard—which, on checking, was found 
to be so. A final check was made by 
drawing a similarly ringed piston from 
the stores of the local Panhard agent, 
against the spares list, and all was in 
order. 
The little Panhards, being high- 
performance cars, tend to be owned by 
enthusiasts, each trying to make his car 
go a bit faster than the next man’s. There 
is also a tendency for Deutsch-Bonnet 
specialized components to wander across 
to the less potent Dyna Panhards, making 
them far from standard. Thus, while the 
Cotton car was being checked and re- 
checked, there were cries from owners of 
other highly placed Panhards in the class 
that the owner of the next ahead might 
have modified his car in a manner not in 
agreement with the homologation. This 
was eventually settled amicably and no 
further cars were dismantled. 
Grosgogeat’s D.K.W., badly battered 
about the bodywork and with the passen- 
ger’s door secured with parachute elastic, 


ssed the inspection without argument. 
The DS19 Citroen, aloof in its own garage, 
attracted crowds of people as, for the first 
time, one of these interesting cars was 
dismantled in public. The car was actually

the forty-third to come off the production 
line and bore several indications that the 
quantity production of these new cars is 
not yet fully geared up; one or two parts 
had quite obviously been hand made. 


Good Performers 


It must be a matter of considerable 
pride to their manufacturer that in this, 
their first competition, five of the cars 
finished among the first 90, qualifying 
to take part in the Mountain Circuit test. 
It is clear in the design of the engine 
that they were intended to have a better- 
than-usual performance, using a twin- 
choke Weber carburettor and inlet and 
exhaust valve diameters of 43 and 37 mm. 
The performance during the road section 
confirmed this; their cornering was good, 
the unorthodox suspension showing no 
signs of roll and the cars having an excel- 
lent turn of speed whenever the rare 


stretches of straight road allowed it. On 
the tortuous mountain roads they seemed 
particularly at home and many potentially 
quicker cars had difficulty in keeping up 
with them through the mountains. 

While on the subject of technical in- 
spections, there seems a very strong case 
— if the Mountain Circuit is to be retained 
next year—for a similarly stringent check 
of brakes at the end of the road section. 
As is now known, more than one of the 
cars embarked on this test with metal-to- 
metal brakes; that a great many cars still 
had sound and efficient braking systems 
is no reason for expecting the equipment 
of all cars to stand up to the severe treat- 
ment they had received. The fact that, 
among the 30-odd cars that were damaged 
during the Mountain Circuit, the most 
serious mishaps seem to have been 
attributable directly to brake failure is 
surely proof of the need for such an 
inspection. 
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THE VALUE OF RACING

THE MOTOR INDUSTRY 


F. (LOFTY) ENGLAND, Jaguar’s 

racing manager, leading a recent 

discussion at the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers, left the large 
gathering in no doubt that racing had 
been of great assistance to his own com- 
pany. There were, he said, five direct 
bénefits to be obtained. National pres- 
tige was raised by racing successes, the 
company’s reputation was enhanced, free 
and widespread publicity was obtained 
for the products, engineering develop- 
ment was accelerated and the workers’ 
intérest was increased. 

On the subject of prestige, he empha- 
sized the great importance of a properly 
organized effort, which must have a good 
chance of success. He recalled that in 
1948-1949, there were markets where the 
name Jaguar was unknown and said that 
subsequent racing victories publicized the 
name as no other method could have 
done. Free publicity was obtained in the 
daily and motoring press if the cars were 
successful and this was augmented by 
component suppliers’ advertisements. 

On the question of engineering deve- 
lopment, Mr. England stated that his 
company had, at the time, a current pro- 
duction car-—-the XK120—which was 
suitable for racing. This model and the 
subsequent C and D type competition 
cars used engines, gear boxes, rear axles 
and so on basically the same as the pro- 
duction units. Therefore lessons learnt 
from racing were immediately applicable 
to production. This had proved to be a 
decided advantage. Racing had taught 
where unnecessary weight existed and 
how to remove it, while practical demon- 
strations of the benefits of improved body 
shape had been made. 

Once a firm had started racing, it was 
hard to stop. If a halt was called, drivers 
were lost to other teams and racing per- 
sonnel dispersed. 

The proposed Le Mans regulations, 
which had the effect of limiting fuel con- 
sumption, were welcomed by Jaguar for 
engine development. 

Mr. England’s views on racing in 
general were that Grand Prix racing was 
the biggest public attraction. Spectators

came to see a direct battle between 
famous drivers and, generally speaking, 
all cars in such races had a similar per- 
formance.

‘Ts year’s R.A.C. Rally, for which 
entries will be restricted to 240, will 
take place between Hastings and Black- 
pool from March 6 to 10 inclusive.

There was some 
measure of agreement that racing was of 
more direct benefit to the manufacturer 
who produced high-performance sports 
cars, although benefits accrued by com- 
petitors were passed on to others in the 
long run.
